The Atlanta Constitution was one of 
the first and most enthusiastic advocates 
of a State beach park. 


We knew that, whereas the State had 
several mountain parlis, there was none 
on the coast. And we realized that, of 
all the State’s coastline, less than three 
miles remained open to the public. 


Thus we were pleased when the 1945 
Legislature—by a nonfactional, well-nigh 
unanimous vote—recommended the ac- 
quisition by the State of at least one beach 
park and set up a commission—consist- 
ing of the Governor, Attorney General 
and State Auditor—to acquire the neces- 
sary land. 


We do not know that Jekyll Island 
- was in the back side of the minds of those 
legislators who passed the resolution. We 
do know Eugene Talmadge, then Gover- 
nor-elect, was reported in the late Sum- 
mer of 1946 to have suggested that the 
State look into the possibility of buying 
Jekyll, which had not been utilized as a 
club since the beginning of the war. 


Frankly, we had not thought of an 
undertaking so elaborate. But, once it 
was revealed that most of the members 
who composed the Jekyll Island Club 
were willing to dispose of their property, 
we reached the conclusion the State 
would be foolish not to take advantage 
of such an opportunity.

Judicial Reforms 


Editor Constitution: I read you editorial 
commenting on the judicial reforms which I 
proposed at Savannah, Many of these cannot 
be accomplished in the immediate future but 
certainly they are worth working for. 

I believe that it will be possible for us toe 
secure the passage of a bill providing certain 
standards for admission to the bar at the next 
meeting of the Legislature. It is quite probable 
that at the same time we can reform our rules 
of pleading and practice in line with the new 
Federal rules. 

The changes in the structure of the courts 
will come more slowly as many of these will 
require constitutional amendments and in soe 
far as the city courts are concerned, the legis 
lation will meet with considerable local opposi- 
tion. But I believe if the State of New Jersey 
can remodel and modernize a court system which 
has existed since the foundation of the Republie 
that Georgia, too, can improve its system. 

The Bar Association at Savannah adopted a 
resolution authorizing the appointment of a 
special committee to study the proposed changes 
and in co-operation with “:e Judicial Council 
make recommendations at our November meet- 
ing in Atlanta. This should be ample time for 
the approval of such legislation as will be sub 
mitted to the General Assembly in January.

For Good Summer Dining

A well-chilled salad is good Summer dining, especially 
when the salad contains meat, both for flavor and filling 


qualities. For a different tou 

You can use corned-beef, 
sieved Braunschweiger or liver 
sausage, diced lamb or veaf or 
a handful of practically any 
meat of your choice. 

Clear gelatins are very often 
used with mayonnaise, salad 
dressing, horseradish, ketchup or 
tomato juice added for flavor. 
On the other hand, delicious 
meat salads result from a com- 
bination with tart-flavored fruit 
gelatin, such as lemon. This is 
particularly true of sliced tongue 
in a lemon gelatin mold with 
sliced olives and sweet or sour 
cherries.

When there are several 
choices open to a declarer as to 
the method of playing a hand 
the selection of the best method 
frequently involves the use of 
very good judgment. Obviously, 
the safest plan is the best. And 
the one that will succeed de- 
spite an unfortunate break of 
the cards must be the correct 
one, | : 

The bidding of today’s hand 
was very accurate. South, hold- 
ing more than the equal of an 
opening bid, realizes that there 
is probably a slam in the hand 
when partner opens the bid and 
then jumps. The only obstacle is 
the fact that partner’s jump has 
been in a suit in which he holds 
but a singleton, which suggests 


a partial misfit. When spades 
are supported by North, that ob- 
jection becomes slighter and 
South properly shows the ace of 
hearts. North’s hand now takes 
on greater luster and the possi- 
bility of a grand slam is not too 
remote. He therefore shows the 
ace of clubs. At this point it 
should be noted that the show- 
ing of an ace at the level of six 
must always be construed as a 
grand slam try, since if it were 
otherwise it would be pointless 
to show the ace, when a slam 
is being bid anyway. Note that 
if South had held the queen of 
diamonds a grand slam would 
have been a moral certainty. 


In the play South was called 
upon to exercise great caution. 
Hadhe worked on the expectan- 
cy that either the trumps or the 
diamonds would break he would 
have been doomed to failure. If 
he had pulled the trump and 
then trusted to establishing dia- 
monds with one ruff the 4-2 
break in that suit would have 
prevented its establishment. Or 
if he had ruffed two diamonds 
in order to establish that suit he 
would have been defeated by 
West’s winding up with one 
more trump than declarer. 

Instead he went about on the 
theory that both suits would 
break 4-2, which incidentally, is 
normal. After winning the first 
trick he played the ace and king 
of diamonds and then a small 
one. But he did not make the 
mistake of ruffing it. Instead he 
discarded a low club, permitting 
East to hold the trick. There was 
now nothing the defense could 
do. Dummy could be entered 
with the queen of spades and 
another diamond ruffed high to 
establish the suit, while the king 
of hearts still remained in dum- 
my for entry. In this way de- 
clarer took five spade tricks in 
his own hand, four diamond 
tricks in dummy, which with the 
two hearts and one club reached 
the total of 12.
